.Sine- was the .sironshold of a corrupt 
politic;!] rinfr. whicli rpporded the ins- 
titution merely as a loflllmatc ob- 
ject of exploitation.

C-ibornc*.-? fight against this 
ring for more humane conditions in 
. f^in? .Sing i.o a diatiiatic one. Hia 
adtnini.ilra.tion of the prinon was re- 
volutionary in Its revolt from both 
the methods and tlie spirit nf tho 
old order.
